A  SI  BwTlTLTff  FDtt  MUD. 

The  n&nera  of  oolioo-ee-sl  oil  are  crt-aiing 
a  new  market  and  a  better  deuiaml  for  their 
oil  It  is  used  largely  aa  an  illuminating 
oil,  being  the  beat  for  headlights  and  re¬ 
flect  ors.  It  is  ua«d  as  aa  adulteration  o 4 
linseed  oil,  and  is  pronounced  by  painters 
preferable  to  the  liuaeed  itself.  It  is  used 
almost  entirely  fur  packing  fish,  and  espe¬ 
cially  sardines,  in  America.  And  U  is  need 
as  a  substitute  foe  lard  la  eoohsng.  It  is 
made  into  what  is  called  cotton  butter,  and 
in  this  shape  is  rapidly  supplanting  lord. 
Two  pieces  of  steak,  fr.cJ  cue  with  oil  and 
the  other  with  krd,  cannot  be  told  apart. 
For  bread  it  is  a  perfect  substitute  for  lard, 
and  for  batter  breads  it  is  attuh  better.  In 
egg  bread  it  fills  the  place  of  eggs.  In  fact, 
in  the  kitchen,  it  is  cleanlU-r.  healthier,  and 
better  than  lard,  if  the  testimony  of  house, 
keepers  caa  he  token.  It  in  much  cheaper. 

A  pound  of  cotton  butter  will  do  'the  eonk* 
ini^  of  a  pound  and  a  hdf  of  lard  and  costa 
only  tliirteua  cents,  while  the  lard  is  worth 
sixteen  to  twenty  cenlt  .When  a  pen  of 
steak  has  been  cooked  with  the  oil.  the  oil 
not  absorbed  in  the  stcek  can  be  poured 
back  into  the  can  and  used  again,  being 
jam  as  pars  «s  before  it  nas^pnt  orer  the 
fire,  ff  ft  was  nsM  entirety  instead  id  lard 
we  »hoold  hardly  bare  to  write  the  epitaph 
“Pied  of  a  frying  pen’*  over  departed 
Southern  rigor  lea.*  frequently  than  before. 
This  oil  has  been  tried  in  nt-tking  the  light, 
eat  and  best  cake,  and  found  meow]  arable. 

I  a»ked  hlr.  J.  K.  Boston,  who  is  intort  stud  I 
in  the  sak  of  cotton  batter,  why  it  was.  it 
being  half  as  costly,  quite  as  good,  and 
cleauiier  than  lard,  it  did  not  supplant  it  at 
once  and  entirely.

The  most  ancient  hum.iu  monuments  that 
now  exist  cannot,  I  suppose,  be  more  than  a 
few  t  hones  ad  years  old.  Five  thousand 
yean  nearly  exhausts  all  historical  time. 

Ten  tliouittnd  years  certainly  does.  'Though 
we  have  no  earlier  liialocical  records,  vet 
other  records  are  not  wanting.  •  Geology 
tells  ns  that  10.000  yean  is  bat  a  mere  mo¬ 
ment  in  the  span  of  tho  earth’s  history.  We 
learn  from  geology  that  even  the  career  of 
man  himself  lias  lasted  far  more  that  10,000 
years.  Yet  man  is  bat  the  late  A  addition  to 
the  succession  of  bfe  ou  the  ear.lx.  For  the 
chronology  of  the  earlier  epochs  of  the 
earth’s  history  we  require  m  tjcstic  Quits  to 
give  adequate  expression  for  oar  dates. 

Thousand*  of  year*  are  not  sufficient,  nor 
too*  of  tkouvuid*.  nor  hundreds  of  thou- 
•avnds.  The  course  of  geological  time  is  to 
be  reckoned  in  millions  of  years.
